REMARKS 

The present amendments are made to expedite prosecution and to bring the application 
into compliance with the Sequence Rules. Specifically, the amendments replace the Sequence 
Listing with the Substitute Sequence Listing filed herewith. The amendments further insert the 
required sequence identifier numbers associated with each listed sequence. An obvious 
typographical error is also corrected in the paragraph on page 11, lines 4-14. 

Figure 1 is amended to replace the amino acid Glu with Gin in the polypeptide sequence 
of SEQ ID NO: 1, where appropriate, i.e., where the corresponding codon in the polynucleotide 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2 is CAA or CAG. 

1. Support for the Amendments 

The amendments do not enter impermissible new matter. In particular, the changes to 
the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 are supported by the well known inherent property of 
the codons CAA and CAG of encoding the amino acid Gin. The original SEQ ID NO: 1 in the 
Sequence Listing and FIG. 1 inadvertently listed the amino acid encoded by the codons CAA or 
CAG as Glu. The amendment correctly identifies the amino acid encoded by these codons as 
Gin.
